to the-Studentg for Peaceful Alternatives and elected five per- 
•oni to the newly-formed Student planning Commission 
Wednesday night. 

In introducing his motion to recognize the Students for 
Peac^ul Alternatives, Advocate Bob Aleshlre said the group 

repieaented tha same campus 
goals as the SPU, but was or- 
ganized within tha bounds of tha 
Articles of Student Government. 

At the end of two months, Ale- 
shlre said that the Council would 
be in a better poaition to Judge 
tha group, and that the .Council 
owed the group a two-month trial 
period. 

The new group claims no con- 
nection with a national organiza- 
tion and has as its goals to bring 
speakers to tha campus to dis- 
cuss peaceful altamatives to war.

Planalag Oomrolssloa 

Tha Council voted to accept tha 
'Student Activities Council's rec-' 
ommandatlon to appoint Delk 
Oden, Ron Walt, Mary Maddox, 
and Jill Warren to a Planning 
Commission headsd by Jeff Hoff- 
man as chairman. Publicity Direc- 
tor Paul Schwab will represent 
tha Activities Councii on tha 
Planning Commission. 

In other Council business John 
' Ransom was chosen as the uew 
Council program director. At the 
same time, tha Council aiao 
passed a motion by Secretary 
Linda Sennett that the Advocate’s 
committee make a study of tha 
rules and procedures regarding the 
filling of empty QouncU offices. 

Although the functions of pro- 
gram director had already been 
completed by Engineering Rapre- 
sentativa Cliff Steams, the Coun- 
cil still believed that the Rules of- 
Student Govendnent required the 
seat to be filled. Woody Bentley 
expressed the opinion that he 
favored the choice of Ransom be- 
cause he was a senior who could 
not use the seat for poUUeal ad- 
vantage In the Februa^ Mectlons, 

The Council approved a motion 
by Columbian College Representa- 
tive Alan Jones to abolish the 
last of the dual ehainnanships 
and make Homecoming the re- 


The fee was first proposed last 
9«ar. At that thne (he Student 
unanimously approved tha 
Haa. After tha Council's action, 
ftB Hoffman was appointed to 
Mad a committee to investigate 
M possibilities and to propose 
a wobble plan. Martin Gersten, 
aemptiMler of the Student Coun- 
sB and Bill DIerks, activities di- 
MOtor. also served on the oom- 


sponslblllty of a single chairman. 
After testimony by co-chairman 
of this year's Homecoming, Steve 
Baer, was strongly In favor 
of the motion, the Council 
adopted It, noting that it would 
require that next year's chairman 
be in the Washington area dur- 
ing the summer.

In a 7-8 vote, the Council 
adopted Unda Sennett’s motion 
that the Student Council recom- 
mend to the faculty that Physical 
Education grades of non-nuijor 
students not be added into the 
students’ QPI. The motion fol- 
lowed the failure of Woody Bent- 
ley to get the Council to endorse 
a recommendation that the 
faculty change the Physical Edu- 
cation grading system from 
academic grading to a system of 
satisfactory or unsatisfactory. 

Phil John presented a petition 
to the Council requesting that it 
abrogate its policy statement In 
which It stated that It did not 
have to utilize democratic meth- 
ods. The ‘petition was tabled until 
the Advocate could check the 
validity of the signatures. The 
Council also tabled a motion by 
Paul Schwab to require all Coun- 
cil members to be undergraduates 
of the University when they run 
for election and for their entire 
term.

Advifies Fee . . . 

• THE LONG ANTICIPATED activities fee may soon become 
a reality. 

The Student Council’s approval of the plan last Wednesday 
night was the first formal st^ toward eventual adoption. The 
proposal now goes to University administrat ion officials and 
then to the of Trustees. The HATCHET hopes that 

Trustee action wd approval will come soon enough for the fee 
to be included in the 1964-65 budget. 

The proposed fee would greatly help to expand and im- 
prove the University’s student events. Hopefully, since the 
fee, paid with tuition in^the early part of the semester, will 
make the functions “frM” to students, more will attend the 
event This will increaw enthusiasm and "school spirit” — 
an increase long hoped and worked for on the campus. 

Since the chairmen of the activities will know exactly the 
amount of money at their disposal, they will neither have to 
depend on uncertain returns from the sales of Campus Combo 
nor have to waste valuable time trying to obtain sufficient 
revenue to assure a successful event. With the assured reve- 
nue, the Student Council can schedule events further into the 
future and can pick chairmen earlier — thus giving additional 
time to plan and improve the events. 

One benefit, not qyite so obvious, is that the University 
will no longer have to support student affairs out of regular 
tuition payments. Perhaps professors can be given small raises 
or improvements can be made on the plant ana facilities from 
the money which now goes to pay for such widely ranging 
student wents as the Homecoming Ball or Colonial Cruise. 

’The theory behhid the fee is that support for student 
activities will be gained from all undergraduates, /or whom 
the payment is compulsory, and that eventually all the stu- 
dents at the University will want to participate. 

Unfortunately, the somewhat over 200 engineers repre- 
sented by the En^eer’s Council have objected to the move. 

In their letter to the editor they express a fear that future 
activities may not reflect the desires of the student. However, 
it seems to the HATCHET that the events may more nearly 
mirror student wishes because siiice the students will have to 
pay the money, they will be in a position to demand efficiently 
run, desired functions. 

The Engineering Council also states a few that the huge 
amounts of money will not necessarily guarantee fuccc^ul 
activitlw; the criterion for success, they feel,, is that of stu- 
dent rractkm and participation. If this criterion Is correct, the 
fact that the event is fdready paid for will induce participa- 
tion, and more participation signifies successful activities. In 
fact, the guaranteed income will allow chairmen to more 
closely and ihore readily plan events to meet student demands. 

The HA’TCHET wholeheartedly endorses this attempt to 
improve student interest and participation; it feels that school 
spirit will be significantly bolstered by the plan.

• PITIFUL! PARTIClPA’nON BY the University commu- 
nity in the November 20 Red Cross blood drive was just that. 

• The Red Cross estimated that the donation of any less 
than 200 pints would mean failure; the University community 
with an enrollment of over 10,000 students contributed 72 
pints all told. Class this as a collosal flop. 

Meanwhile across the Continent, 43.4 percent of the stu- 
dents at Carleton Unjversity, Ottawa, Canada, donated 863 
pints of blood; closer to home, the Red Cross had to extend its 
drive two days at the University of Maryland in order to 
collect over 300 pints of blood. 

Who’s to blame? Certainly not the chairman of the AU- 
Ujiiversity drive. Mike Steinman did an adequate job. Posters 
wpre well distributed on campus, notice appeared in at least 
three issues of the HATCHET, the IFC wntlnued Its com- 
petition, and even the Panhellenic Council cooperated. 
Nothing less than an ignorant and unfounded fear, and a 
total apathy of the need for blood and its essential derivltivc 
uses as meffidne kept members of the University community 
from turning out. 

It’s about time we had something at the University that 
would unite students, faculty, and administration in one 
worthwhile service dedicated, yet not time consuming, activity. 
How else Can we build a unified school spirit and backing 
(now sorely lacking) for our athletic teams and music con- 
certs, for example, if we can’t each spend 15 minutes time to 
give blood in one unified effo/t. 

The HA’TCHET proposes that a truely All-University 
blood drive be held next semester (donors may give . every 
two months) in which everyone from professors to grounds- 
keepers take part. The. drive could be researched and super- 
vised by the new Planning Ckjmmission and endorsed by the 
Student Council. Competition could be held to see which 
percentile s^ment (faculty, student, or administration) ol 
*' the community is most service oriented. C(»npetitions could 
be held on the basis of residence halls, sex, school division, 
and Greek afliliation. A goal of 2000 ]^ts blood for the 
year, qualifying the University Red Cross fpr group plan 
benefits could be set. Donating blood is a i^ple, painless 
operation taking' only 15 minutes, only five of whkffi involve 
the actual process .of donation; the other ten are used to de- 
termine blood type and to verify a favorable blood count 
The need and uses for blood are limitless. Certainly our 
university is sophisticated enough to understand this need.

Donors Give 72 Pints of Blood 


e “ITS A PITY," Mike Stein- 
man. chairman of the All-Univer- 
sity Blood Drive, noted In regard 
to the results of the Red Oosa 
drive held Tuesday, Nov. 20 irt the 
Boy's Gymnasium from 10 am to 
4 pm. Seventy-two pints of blood 
were given by University donors. 

Basing their estimates on Uni- 
versity enrollment, the Red Cross 
had figured that any less than 200 
pints of blood would be a failure. 
They were very disappointed In 
the turstout, and "told me that 
they would have to Mt their sights 
lower next year.” f^tebimaa said. 

Because of the poor participa- 
tion, the Uiriverslty will not ba 
covered by the Washington Ra- 
.gipn Blood Program’s group plan. 
Whan bknd fa donated by 30 wr- 
csnt at a tytal group durlnfi'a>12- 
month perM, the plan covm the 
total bload. needs for 100 per^t 
of the grtajp, plus membcr'a .Mis- 
bands arid whrca, mtmbor'r 'chil- 
dren under 18, member’s parents 
and parsnta-ln-law, and any rela- 
tive living In the same household 


and economically dependent upon 
a member. This plan would cover 
the group without charge for the 
blood itself in any hospital in the 
United States which will accept 
Red Cross blood. 

Those students who did donate 
blood will be covered by the indi- 
vidual plan which offers the same 
coverage, except on an individual 
basis. Thus for donors, when blood 
is needed, there are no limitations 
as to quantity, no exceptions ns to 
nature of lllnesd, no charges for 
the<blood Itself when It Is furnish- 
ed by the Red Cross. 

No blood is wasted. ’That which 
cannot be transfused Is separated 
into its component parts and used 
as medicine. Plasma is a major 
source of valuable blood deriva- 
tives: serum albumin for emer- 
gency treatment for shock, re- 
placement 0f lost proteins as In 
kidneys and liver diaeaaes; gamma 
globulin for prevention and modifi-' 
cafion of measles and hepatitis and 
gamma globulin deficiencies; fi- 
brinogen for hemorrhaging in cer-

a WE. THE ENGINEER’S’ Coun- 
cil, representing the ednsensus of 
the shidents ol the University’s 
School ol Engineering and Applied 
Science, recommend that the com- 
pulsory activities fee proposed by 
the Student Council not be adopt- 
ed for the following reasons: 

1. A person should not be forced 
to pay for a service he does not 
wish to receive or for an activity 
In which he will not be able to 
participate. 

2. Large amounts of money 
alone will not guarantee success- 
ful activities. We believe that the 
criterion for success should be 
based upon student reaction and 
student participation. 

3. A guaranteed Income will 
Icaacn the Incentive to continually 
provide more worthwhile student 
activities and will increase the 
posaibillty that these activities 
will not reflect the desires of the 
student. 

4. The budget offered with the 
proposed activities fee la In part 
unsound. To Justify the tee. the 
Student Council must assume that 
all students paying the fee will 
participate In all activities. To ac- 
commodate the almost 3,000 stu- 
dents who will pay the fee, there 
must be at least two performances 
of all activities held in Lisner Au- 
ditorium. ’The proposed budget 
does not provide for a second per- 
formance of all such activities. 

Furthermore, believing that the 
majority of the students are op- 
pose to a compulsory fee, we rec- 
comend that a reference be held. 
We sincerely hope that studenta 
will exercise their right to vote 
and that the activities fee will be 
defeated, or passed, by a majority 
of all those affected ty the fee. 

Realizing that there is a need 
lor improvement in student actM- 
tlea at our University, we offer 
the following alternatives to the 
proposed activities fee. 

L A large working fund pro- 
vided by the University for the 
Student ODuncU; We point out 


that this system* would require 
each activity to be. self-supporting, 
and that money would be paid 
back Into the fund to maintain It. 
This system has the advantage ol 
providing the. Student Council 
with sufficient money, far enough 
in advance, to plan and- secure 
talent far Its activities, while at 
the same time requiring the Coun- 
cil to consider carefully the type 
of activities it sponsors, so that 
they will be well-attended and so 
that this money can be recovered. 
—2. A single, optional fee to cov- 
er the entire cost to the student 
of all student activities: To en- 
courage people to pay this fee, 
the Student Council should offer 
certain advantages, such as re- 
duced coats, choice seating, and 
whatever other inducements the 
Council feeds are necessary. This, 
in effect, would be an expansion 
and an Improvement of the pres- 
ent Campus Combo, an idea 
which we endorse.

More 
than 96,000 pints of blood were 
collected In our region to help 
protect the mlUion men, women, 
and children covered by this vital 
program. ’The Washington chap- 
ter achieved over 100 per cent ol 
Its goal of 44,054 pints of blood 
during 1961-62. The business com- 
munity Joined with government 
agencies, church groups, commu- 
nity groups, and fraternal organi- 
zations to provide an ever-widen- 
ing base of participating donor 
I groups. The first DIplomatle 
Bloodmoblle was held at the Brit- 
ish Embassy in March.

A Kibbutz In Israel, Communists In Mexico, And A Wolli in Swot

• THIS tS A generation of globe- 
trotten, or, perhape globe- "plot* 
ten" would be a better word, 
lUtei tbe free-wheeling, euperflcial 
■tyla colonlaliim and tourlat, la 
DO looger poaalble. 

Many group. In thia country like 
the American FMd Service, tbe 
Aala POundatlon, the People-to- 
Pabidc program, the Peace Corpa, 
the AAierican Friend, Service 
Coaqinittee, and the Experiment 
In International Living (discuaaed 
here), not content to look for 
meaningful pattern. In the tra- 
ditional political, economic, and 
aven cultural exchanges among 
ngtkm, have tried to expand the 
opportunities for personal contact. 

And personal contact is tha 
athoa of international living, at 
least in the estimation of three 
Uiilversily students who have had 
a'laate of it: Gene Harris— "Mex- 
ico la so near, and yet so far. You 
can’t Just go across tbe border 
to Tijuana to understand the way 
of life there. I think if you can 
gat young people together inter- 
nationally you can get them to 
understand people batter." 

Harriet Amchan — "1 wanted to 
Ilva svith an Israeli family, and I 
did, but not for long enough." 

John Day— "My experiment to 
Waal Pakistan was primarily a 
deaply personal experience, and an 
excellent complement to my aca- 
‘ demlc education at the Univor- 
alty." 

All three spent Mat summer in 
foreign countries aa membora of 
tha Experiment In International 
Uvlng, a Oexibly-organlxed pso- 
gram which promotes internation- 
al axchange under a variety of 
drcumatances. 

Draapaa, Mexico 

Gene, a sophomore majoring in 
Intafnatlonal Affairs, went to 
Uruapan, a city of 69 thousand 
.about 290 miles due west of Mex- 
>. Joo CUy In the state of Michoacan. 

"It was all vary Interesting, 
and it would be very, difficult for 
ma to And a single outstanding 
exparlenca," be explained. "Thare 
were 13 children in my Mexican 
family, nine boys and four girls, 
although some were away at 
school and one was a nun. 
Mexican father waa probably the 
richaat man In town, but was not 
born to svealth and was quite se- 
rloua about it. In fact, the whole 
family waa uhusually serious by 
MexIcaB standards, and this suit- 
ed ma very well,” he said. 

Taught EagUah 

"Soma of US taught English pt 
the Cultural Institute of Mexico, 
locaM in the dty, a building 
w h ien the Communists try to burn 
avary May 1. There arc a great 
. raagg Oonmuniats in Uruapan,” 
Ciatie said. "And they object to the 


activities of the Institute. We 
were teaching English to taxi- 
drivers and bartenders aa part of 
a feeler program supported, but 
not openly, by the Peace Corps, 
since Mexico, which refuses la 
classify Itself an underdeveloped 
'Country, haa not asked for any 
Peace Corpa Volunteers. The In- 
stitute waa a center for pa«- 
Amerkan propaganda— news waa 


opment purposes,” she observed. 

"We got to know the people 
very well. Most of them spoke 
either good or half-baked English, 
and when you svork side by in the 
cotton fields for six hours a day 
they can’t treat you as guests 
any more; aa with every experi- 
ment program you develop an in- 
ato spirit of membership In the 
life of your country and family,” 
Harriet said ' 

No Longer A Zlenlst 
‘T went to Israel a Zionist and 
came away not a Zionist because 
I found that my-deflnltion— moral 
and financial support for Israel 
and the belief that you don't 
necessarily have to go to Israel to 
be a complete person or a com- 
plete Jew — was not the definition 
of many Jews in Israel. The peo- 
ple at the kibbuti Just assumed 
are were aU Jewish” she said. 
"When they found out that we 
weren't, that there were Catho- 
lics, Mormtma, Unitarians, and 
Baptists among us, I think It 
made them realize we had some 
other reason for coming. 

With The Parsees 
John Day, a senior majoring in 
International Relations, lived with 
a Parsee family in Karachi as a 
member of the first Experiment 
group to West Pakistan this sum- 
mer. "The nine Americans in my 
group were from all sections of 
the country, every economic sta- 


tive cross-section of Karachi's life, 
living as we did with families In 
the Muslim, Parsee (Zorastrian), 
and Hindu religious communities,” 
he said. 

Flaaactel AM 

As do many Experimenters, John 
applied for and recejved financial 
aid to cover half of the $950 fee. 
"The fee varies with the individ- 
ual country: financial aid may be 
in the form of scholarships of two 
year non-interest bearing loans, 
and if the student is really sincere 
In wanting, to participate he caii 
usually make enough through part 
time Jobs to cover the rest of the 
expense, since the Experiment 
u.sually doesn't begin until July 
thus leaving June open for sum- 
mer work," he said. 'The Experi- 
ment plan encompasses a week’s 
orientation in Vermont, transit 
stopovers (ours were a week in 
London and four days in Bombay), 
approximately four weeks with 
our families overseas, divided by a 
two week Informal trip to visit 
other sections of the country; a 
time when the Experimenters turn 
around and play host to a mem- 
ber of their family." 

John agreed with Harriet and 
Gene that the informal trip util- 
ized all forms of transportation. 
"In my case." he said, "it sched- 
uled a 40 hour, second class train 
trip from Karachi to Peshawar— 
part way through the 110 degree 
heat and dust of the Sind desert 
and- the Punjab. From Peshawar 
we took an Afridi Bus to the Khy- 
ber Pass and Warsak, tribal 
areas where the Pathan men car- 
ry huge cartridge bells and excel- 
lent home-made rifles, afld the 
women are seen only rarely and 
then usually covered completely 
In a burgua. The hlghpofnt of our 
trip' canrie after a cliff-hanging 
bus ride into the Hindu Khush 
mountains to the autonomous 
kingdom of Swat, tha original en- 
try point for Alexander the 
Great's armies. Sixty years ago,” 
John said, "the Wall! or ruler 
consolidated his control 'by mur- 
^rlng all the rival chiefs, and to- 
day his grandson's word is law 
within Swat. 

Male Supremacy la Swat 

"Four days in Swat convinced 
me that nwle supremacy in a so- 
cial and political sense is the 
greatest,” John acknowledged. On 
the rest of the informal trip, the 
group visited Rawalpindi, Islama- 
bad, Muree, Lahore, and Hydera- 
bad, finishing with a Jolting 190 
mile night ride in an open truck 
from Hyderabad to Karachi. "Our 
homecoming In Karachi couldn't 
have been warmer than the one 
that greeted us on our return to 
America,” he said. 

Twb other University students, 
Mike Price and John Kasperzak, 


are also Experiment alumni, but 
were unable to lake part In this 
week’s Speaking Out session. Both 
were members of French-speak- 
ing groups to France a couple of 
years ago. Language groups are 
also a part of the ^periment’s 
educational program with French 
speaking groups going to the 
Cameroun, Morocco, Denmark, 
Finland, Belgium, Switzerland, 
and France; German speaking 
groups to Austria and Germany, 
Spanish speaking groups to Mexi- 
co, Argentina.

Af- 
rica, and Asia, and that even 
more people from these countries 
will visit the United State in re- 
ciprocal programs aimed at dis- 
covering the relativity of cultural 
values and the importance of close 
inter-personal contact on the In- 
ternational level. 


"One of the girls in the Experi- 
ment lived with a Communist 
family, and they took every op- 
portunity to complain to her 
about the Institute and what It 
represented. Her honesty repre- 
sented a real challenge,” Gena 
concluded. 

On A KlbbtHa 

Harriet, a Junior majoring in 
Economics, spent, last summer 'in 
Israel traveling with her Experi- 
nmt group of 13 girls and two 
boys. 

"We stayed first at a kibbutz, 
which is a collective farm. There 
were no families, only young peo- 
ple between the ages of 18 and 23. 
The kibbutz is the main reason 
why Israel has been able to ab- 
sorb so many immigrants,” Har- 
riet said. "Those farms can absorb 
people like nothing you’ve ever 
seen. I could go to Israel right 
now, walk into a kibbutz, and be- 
come a resident. I would receive 
no salary, and it would cost me 
nothing. 

"Most of the people had been 
sent there by the army, liked it, 
and had stayed. There was no 
thought of profit, either individ- 
ually or as a community; They 
were there for defense and devel-
